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EAGER FOR OPENING DAY 



KEEN INTEREST DISPLAYED AT SPOKANE IN 
NEW RACING VENTURE. 

Horsemen Now on Ground Satisfied That New Course 
Near Couer d’Alene Will be Among Best in 
West— Prospects for Meeting Excellent, 



Spokane. Wash., August 23. — More than 100 horses 
are already occupying quarters at the new track 
of the Couer d’Aleue Fair and Racing Association 
at Alan, Idaho, in preparation for the inaugural 
meeting at that place, scheduled to opeu on Monday. 
September 11. Considerable accessions are expected 
before the week is over from Seattle and Butte. A 
special horse train will be run from Anaconda when 
lacing ends at that place September 9. Many horses 
are being worked over the new track daily. Horse- 
men now quartered there predict that the track 
will lie one of the lK»st to race over that the west 
provides. The clay and sand top dressing, with the 
perfect sub-drainage system that has been installed, 
produces ideal conditions. The sand that is in the 
dressing absorbs water quickly and the drainage 
is so perfect that so good a judge as W. I*. Max- 
well. the veteran trainer of the Missouri Stable, 
predicts that it will be a common thing to run a 
mile in 1:40 one hour after a heavy downpour of 
rain. Mr. Maxwell bases his predictions on obser- 
vations ipade since his arrival here from Vancouver. 

The entire plant is virtually completed, the fin- 
ishing touches now being in progress. The betting 
ring, which is located beneath the grandstand, has 
been equipped with a concrete floor extending to the 
track itself. That part of the enclosure between the 
grandstand and paddock has also been surfaced with 
concrete. 

Reservations have been received for more than 
(UK) horses and assurances have been given that 
virtually all the bookmakers and race followers who 
have lieen participating in the sport at Butte will 
come here at the conclusion of the Anaconda meet- 
ing. Great interest is lieing taken locally in the 
venture and opening day is being eagerly awaited 
by the public in general. 

According to report. Post Falls and Coeur d’Alene 
are already beginning to feel a l>e»efieial financial 
t effect, of the meeting, with cottages ami rooms in 
great demand. Idaho business men are taking such a 
keen Interest in the meeting that delegations from 
tlie Coeur d’Aleue Commercial Club and the Post 
Falls Chamber of Comiuoree made an ius[>ection of 
the track a day or two ago. 

Associate Judge and Handicapper Frank St. 1). 
Skinner is busy preparing the program for the open- 
ing week, which will include a $500 handicap and 
two $l,ooo stakes. Mr. Skinner Is at Butte and is 
in close touch with the 400 horses which will journey 
from Montana to Idaho.

UNEVENTFUL SUMMER RACING IN ENGLAND. 



Interval Between Goodwood and Doncaster Devoted 
to Meetings of Minor Importance. 

London, Eng., August 12 . — Since the close of the 
Goodwood meeting racing bas been carried on in 
England at Alexandra Park. Brighton. Lewes, liay- 
dock Park. .Sundown Park. Birmingham, Ripon, 
Kempton Park. Gatwick, Leicester and Ayr, the 
meetings at the two latter places being in progress 
today. At no one of the places named bas any rac- 
ing transaction of commanding importance occurred. 
Of course all have been pleasantly interesting in a 
local way to those from whom each of the courses 
named draws its immediate patronage and equally, 
of course, those hardened regulars who go to all 
meetings big or little have been in constant attend- 
ance. The monotony of meetings of minor impor- 
tance will not be interrupted until the York August 
meeting arrives. This meeting covers August 29, 
.‘50 and 31, and with such valuable fixtures as the 
Yorkshire Oak*. Prince of Wales Plate. Ebor Han- 
dicap, Convivial Produce Stakes. Duke of York 
Stakes. Great Yorkshire Stakes and the time-honored 
G ini crack Stakes among those to be decided in the 
course of the three days of racing will be the most 
attractive turf reunion between Goodwood and Don- 
caster. Such stars in the two-year-old firmament 
as Lady Americus. White Star. Hector. Jigling 
Geordie. Lomond. Hall Cross. Balblair and Cataract 
are in the big list of Gimeraek Stakes eligibles. and 
if the event should be carried off by Cataract, no 
improbable thing, it would lie the first time in his- 
tory fall to an American owner to deliver the after- 
dinner address that is always demanded from the 
owner of a Gimeraek Stakes winner. Considering his 
vast experience and his exalted position in the 
turf world it is quite probable that James R. Keene 
could advance some ideas that would afford British 
turfmen fowl for thought. 

The sensation of the hour is the suspension of 
Danny Maher by the Leicester stewards yesterday. 
Malier rode Lord Rosebery’s Sallust in the Tower 
Maiden Three-Yeur-Old Plate, the last race of the 
day. Sallust, an Ill-tempered beast, opened the 
favorite at odds-on, but w-ent back in the betting to 
2 to 1. Blood Orange becoming post favorite at 7 to 
4. In the race Sallust went wide on the turns and 
finally was beaten a bead by Dr. Wiliuer. The 
stewards. I>>rd Sr. Davids. C. Atherton and Mark 
Firth, called upon Maher to explain bis defeat and. 
not being satisfied with his statement, suspended him 
for the remainder of the meeting and reported the 
ease to the stewards of the Jockey Club. So blame- 
less has been Maher's long and distinguished career 
in the saddle in this country that people find it 
hard to accept the action of the Ixncester officials 
as lieing well founded, and the conviction is general 
that the more experienced stewards of the Jockey 
Club will promtply exonerate him. In the meantime 
the whole affair is a stunning surprise and no one 
seems to know why such drastic action w-as taken. 

Incidentally, a feature at Leicester yesterday 
was the success of Colonel Story’s American-bred 
colt Election, a son of Voter — Ambrosine. in the 
Prince of Wales Plate, at a mile and a quarter. 
Colonel Storv is one of our most respected turfmen 
and his previous had luck with Election made his 
victory a decidedly popular occurrence. Election 
had finished second in his five previous races and 
when on this occasion he defeated Sealed Orders. 
L'vanter and seven others in a close and desperately 
contested finish, there was abundant and hearty 
cheering. The race was worth $2,370 to the winner 
and so of some importance in the scale of summer 
racing. Election is st remarkably consistent racer 
and a game stayer over long distances. 

There is talk in Yorkshire of a m>w race course 
lieing laid down on a site a few miles from Leeds 
and Bradford. It is said a compauy will be floated 
at an early date with a share capital of $."> 00,000

The 1911 meeting of the Butte Jockey Club, which 
opened at Butte. Mont.. July 19 and came to a close 
August 22. occupied the thirty days during which 
racing may legally be conducted with bookmaking in 
Montana counties of the first class, and was the most 
successful and prosperous meeting ever conducted in 
Montana, according to reports. The races run to- 
talled 180 and the distribution in purses, there being 
no stakes, amounted to $43,000, representing a daily 
average of $1,433. This money was exceedingly 
well distributed among the horsemen, 121 owners 
getting a share of it. with II. G. Bod well the leader.

BID WELL FAILS TO APPEAR 

KENTUCKY RACING COMMISSION CHOOSES 
J. PELHAM JOHNSTON AS SECRETARY. 

Opinion Entertained that Missing Secretary Has Met 
with Misfortune and Is Dead — Examination 
Shows Financial Accounts Straight. 



Lexington, Ky., August 23. — The Kentucky St ate 
Racing Commission, with all five of its members 
present, met at noon today here to investigate the 
mysterious absence of Secretary W. E. Bidwell. to 
declare the office vacant and elect his successor. 
Chairman E. F. Clay openc'd the meeting with a 
statement to J. N. Camden. F. A. Daingertield, Mil- 
ton Young and George J. Ling to the effect that he 
had no tidings of or about Secretary Bidw’ell since he 
left the Havlin Hotel in Cincinnati June 14. saying 
that he was going to Canada to do some work in the 
interest of the Kentucky Endurance Stakes. None of 
the other members had heard anything later concern- 
ing the missing secretary. They had before them a 
statement of the condition of the eommisison’s bank 
account furnished by the cashier of the Lexington 
City National Bank, showing that the account is 
practically intact and that if anything is missing 
it was a small amount that may have been collected 
by Mr. Bidwell in the shape of fees for jockeys’ 
and trainers’ licenses. 

It was the sense of the commission that Mr. Bid- 
well had been overtaken somewhere by some mis- 
fortune and they seemed to be unanimous in the 
opinion that the young man is dead. The situation 
demanded that the office lie deelared vacant and T. 
Pelham Johnston, a young lawryer and son of Maj. 
P. P. Johnston, adjutant general for Kentucky anti 
president of tin* National Trotting Association, was 
elected secretary. He is w’ell qualified and will 
make a competent official. 

The first thing the commission did on having the 
locksmith open the secretary’s desk w*as to open 
one hundred or more letters that had aoumulatod 
there since June 5. the date of the last meeting at 
which Secretary Bidwell was present, and go through 
them in order to get a list of the subscribers to 
the Kentucky Endurance Stakes of four miles to he 
run at I^uiisville October 7 and the names of the 
horses that had l>een nominated by subscribers, the 
subscriptions having closed June 1 and nominations 
July 15. The following were found to have been

The 
boy will arrive in Montreal at the end of the week 
to remain until the opening of the Blue Bonnets 
meeting on Saturday. September 9. The horses in 
tlie Walker stable have been raced almost continu- 
ously since the first of the year, starting their cam 
paign at Monerief Park, Jacksonville. The Belmont 
horses will also bo shipped from Hamilton to Mon 
Heal. They will leave Hamilton Wednesday night, 
arriving at Blue Bonnets Thursday. This is stated 
in a letter from trainer Whalen. Abe Garson and 
Ernest Ileider are others to ship direct to Blue Bon- 
nets.

pared for a race course station within 200 yards of 
the course. It, is further stated that the proposers 
have no doubt* that the Jockey Club will grant a 
license, and a provisional program for a three-days 
meeting has already been drafted. It is suggested 
that there shall lx* four races, with prizes of $1,250 
each, and one of $2,500 on each of the first two 
days, and four of $1,000 each, one of $2,000 and one 
of $3,000 on the third day. 

The death of P. Cowley, the well-known steeple- 
chase jockey, took place August 5. He met with 
serious injuries through the fall of Longenek in the 
Mersey SelliDg Hurdle Race at the Hooton Meet- 
ing on Monday, and though an operation performed 
at night gave him some relief he did not recover. 
The deceased, who was born in Ireland, was about 
thirty years of age. and had held a position for some 
time among the prominent profession cross-country 
riders in England. He was a great favorite with 
his brother jockeys, who have received the news of 
his premature death with much regret. 

The Irish steeplechase jockey. M. J. Harty, has 
left for India, having accepted a retainer from 
Major Williamson to ride in that country. Major 
Williamson, who races extensively in India, has 
purchased several Irish horses, which Harty is tak- 
ing out with him. 

At Sandown Park a few days ago Frank Wootton 
guided five horses to victory and as one of them 
was a 19 to 1 chance, his followers, legion they are, 
were noisy and jubilant. This is his best riding 
record for one day. 

M. A. Veil-Picard heads the list of winning own- 
ers in cross-country sport in France for 1911 with 
$110,900; James Henncssy comes next with $41,885: 
Ch. Lienart, whose “jumping” stable so often stood 
first, only claims $.35, <>55. lie is closely followed 
by M. Goudclinux with $31,165. Then comes Mr. 
Olry-Itoederer with $23,195, G. Braquessac with 
$22,850. Mr. Champion. $18,510. E. Fischof. $17,580. 
G. Dreyfus. $12,120. 11. Rigaud. $10,150 and Camille 
Blanc, $9,860. 

The revenue from the Doncaster races last year 
is officially declared to leave a net profit of $78,853. 
This is some $2,30o less than the previous season. 
The average income for the past four years was 
$190,413 ami the expenditure $114,340, an average 
profit of $82,075 per year. 

Xaranji Dwarkadas, a well-known Indian sports- 
man. has purchased several race horses, and placed 
them under the care of J. F. Davidson, the Bishop’s 
Cannings trainer, who has the horses belonging to 
It. It. Jeffery under his charge. 

James Buchanan has sold Tressady to go to Aus- 
tralia. lie was a very fast, but unlucky horse and 
should prove a decided acquisition to the sire list 
of his new home. 

In the course of the past two weeks J. B. Joel’s 
horses have been so busy and sucessful as to place 
him right up to Lord Derby in the list of winning 
owners, only $1,000 now separating the two leaders.

JOHN W. GATES’ DARING TURF COUPS. 



Greatest of All Was Successfully Engineered in 
England on Royal Flush. 



In the death of John W. Gates there has passed 
away the last, the most picturesque and spectacular 
of plungers on the American turf. He was unique 
in that with him the wagering of vast sums on the 
races was but one of the incidents of his day’s work 
— perhaps the least. There was Wall street in the 
mornings and until three o'clock, the race courses 
in the later afternoon, whist or faro in the even- 
ings— all of them entered into with a zest and 
buoyancy that might indicate that in noue was the 
purpose anything other than recreation. 

Other plungers on the turf there were who at 
times equaled in volume the speculation indulged 
iu by Mr. Gates, but with them betting was their 
whole existence. Then? was “Plunger” Walton, for 
example, who made of wagering a business; there 
was “Mike” Dwyer, who had his whole being in 
horses and in racing: there was Riley Grannan, 

whose passion for gambling was so great that he 
frequently hail no bank account, carrying about with 
him fortunes in cash that he might always lie ready 
for a hazard, and there was “Pittsburg Phil,” who 
organized a corps of assistants and through them 
endeavored to reduce horse racing to an exact sci- 
ence. 

These men were widely different in manner, if not 
in purpose, from Gates. * With them racing— and th.? 
betting end iu particular — was their sole aim. Their 
fortunes were wholly tied up in it or dependent upon 
It. Ilis business was apart from the turf, though 
he brought to his transactions ou the turf the same 
shrewd judgment that had made him successful else- 
where. In the fortunes which he won and lost, and 
then regained, it would be most difficult, if not im- 
possible to balance up that section of his profit and 
loss account which dealt with racing. 

His most daring and equally his most successful 
coup upon the turf was made in England. He, with 
John A. Drake, in 1890, planned an invasion of the 
English turf. They took over a stable of American 
horses, witli Enoch Wishard for trainer and Lester 
Reiff and Johnny Reiff for jockeys. All their 
stable hands, too. exercise boys and rubbers, were 
American. Wishard at one time hail been the 
partner of John J. MeCafferty. and sprang into fame 
both ns a trainer and a manipulator when the firm 
won nearly $100,000 over the victory of Queen ie 
Trowbridge at the new Monmouth Park course in 
1S90. 

Compared with Wishard, a deaf mute would lie a 
riot of conversation and confidence. Wishard would 
talk on anything in the world except horses — and he 
could talk well on almost any subject. He had and 
still has in his home in Flatbush a library that 
attests good taste in literature, but you would search 
in vain for any book therein relating to the horse. 
The only subject on which Wishard was not posted 
was the theater, and that was because lie could not 
be up until midnight ami astir again with the dawn. 
The Reiff boys lived with him, and grew up as he 
wished they should. They were perfect horsemen, 
but extremely reticent. 

No better combination for the carrying out of a 
coup could have been assembled. Wishard was to 
train and plan ami Gates and Drake were to see 
that the plans, if successful, were profitable. They 
went over in the autumn of 1899 that their horses 
might be acclimated for the campaign of 1900. While 
thev were awaiting the coming of the season, Wish- 
ard' was not satisfied with the condition of his 
horses or with some «>f the weights assigned. He 
decided to buy a fair handicap horse and take 
chances on improving him. He was not interfered 
with and purchased the Irish-bred horse Royal Flush, 
then six years old. by Favo out of Flush. He was 
sound, and had been campaigned with some success 
by his previous owner. 

It was decided to i>oint him for the famous Stew- 
ard’s Cup, which was to in* run at Goodwood on 
July 31 and into which he previously had been 
pitchforked at 7 stone 13 pounds, or 111 pounds. 
In the same race was Americus, owned by Richard 
I’roker. Americus had raced with distinguished suc- 
cess in this country as Key del Carreres and had 
been purchased by Mr. Croker from “Lucky” Bald- 
win. Americus was the favorite. A week or so 
before the race Gates sent a substantial commission 
on Americus. Gates later said the commission was 
in the nature of a hedge. His critics said it was a 
“rigging” of the market. There is now' no reason 
to doubt that Gates was truthful in his statement, 
but also that his act had the natural result of 
raising the price on Royal Flush for, although the 
horse rail in the name and colors of J. A. Drake, 
it was known that Gates, if not an actual partner, 
was in jMissession of every fact that Drake knew. 

The Steward’s Cup, though only over the six-fur- 
longs distance, was at that- time, and for many 
years before, one of the big betting races iu Eng- 
land. Future books of practically astounding value 
were made on it. Commissions running into the 
thousands of pounds were accepted. Gates organ- 
ized the preliminaries to the coup with that rare 
skill in guarding against premature disclosure that 
had made him famous in Wall street. On the Tues- 
day before the running of the race he had commis- 
sioners at a certain hour present wagers on Royal 
Flush in every bookmaker’s establishment, not ouly 
in every big city in England, but also in Belgium, 
where, perhaps, there is as much ante-post betting 
done as there is in England itself. These wagers 
were put down simultaneously — the bulk of them in 
London and in Antwerp. They cut the price of 
Itoyal Flush from 66 to 1 to 11 to 2, with the money 
averaging a trifle better than 25 to 1. 

The bookmakers, though they all felt the commis- 
sion to lie a tremendous one, were anxious to ac- 
commodate Mr. Gates, and accepted what was 
offered. Few bookmakers can resist the temptation 
of taking ready money. Besides, each of them felt 
he could “lay off” some of his commission with his 
brother pencilers. To their amazement they dis- 
covered there was no refuge. Everybody all over 
England had been loaded to the gunwales with the 
money simultaneously. Antwerp houses were ap- 
pealed to and they were filled. They were seeking 
relief themselves. Then it dawned on them that 
they were hooked up for the biggest ready money 
coup that the British turf ever had known. 

Experts in the big betting clubs sat down to 
figuring and, when on the night before the running 
of the race the returns had come in. it was found 
that the Gates commission alone would not foot 
up less than $700, 000. and might go to $S00,000. 
That put all the betting records of the centuries into 
the discard. It exceeded by nearly a quarter of a 
million dollars the loss sustained by the spendthrift. 
Lord Hastings, when Henry Chapin, who had sworn 
to ruin him, won the Derby with Hermit. Of 
course there could be no such thing as welching, 
but the wail was heard from Tattersalls to John 
o’ Groat’s House. 

On the afternoon of the race there was a wild but 
futile attempt to round out their bobks by offering 
special inducements against the other horses, but the 
public would have none of it. The race was not 
even interesting as a contest. Johuny Reiff on 
Royal Flush won by sixth lengths from Americus, 
ridden by Lester Reiff, who was three parts of a 
length in front of Elopement, ridden by another 
American jockey, Rigby. The coup had been suc- 
cessful. but there was a frowning in the ring and 
a frowning in the stewards’ staud that showed how 
deeply the iron had struck. 

One of the stewards, who was nameless in the 
English papers, hut who was generally supposed to 
be Lord Durham, petulantly remarked as the horses 
went past the finish post that “if he had his way 
he would rule off any man that stood to win $250,- 
i>00 on any race.” When Gates was told of this at 
a dinner party in the Cecil that night by a re- 
porter he was quoted as saying that his lordship 
must have lieen misunderstood, and that what he 
undoubtedly meant was that any man who had such 
a horse as could win such a race easily and only 
stood to win a quarter of a million on him was 
either an imbecile or a piker, both of which would 
be undesirable patrons of the English turf. The 
Royal Flush episode concluded any large wagering on 
futures in England. 

Probably no one except his son, Charlie Gates, 
and his friends and partners. John A. Drake and 
Prison C. Wells, knew exactly how much money 
the winning of the Stewards’ Cup by Royal Flush 
netted Gates, but after he had given $50,000 to the 
trainer. Wishard. $10,000 to Johuny Reiff and was 
a most generous Lord Bountiful to everyone con- 
nected with the stable, he told his friends on more 
than one occasion that after paying all expenses 
of the trip he returned with more than $600,000 
British money to this country — a sum which he 
immediately sent into the market in anticipation 
of the re-election of President McKinley. 

After his coup Mr. Gates was not popular with 
the English racing folks. There were insinuations 
that stimulants had been administered to some of 
the horses in the stable — insinuations that had not 
a tittle of evidence to sustain them — but Gates did 
not like the harrying and he returned to this coun- 
try. He had harvested his crop, and tin* aftermath 
did not appeal to him. Up to this time he had 
not been particularly prominent on the turf. In fact, 
it was not until two years later that he became one 
of the spectacular figures ou ihe American turf. 

In 1902 the Drake stable contained two horses 
that were destined to play an important part in the 
stakes of the year. One of these was a three-year- 
old Wyeth, that later won the American Derby from 
Lucien Appleby. The other was Savable. a two- 
year old, that in one of the most sensational Fu 
turities beat Lord of the Vale by the shortest o^ 
heads. Gates had a big wager on Wyeth, but he 
won practically nothing on Savable, not caring for 
the horse as an individual. 

The excitement of betting, the quick exchange of 
money, the enthusiasm of the minute or so when 
fate was held in tin* balance, tlie openness of it all. 
appealed to Gates. Then, too, lie had triumphed 
iu England, beaten the game iu its own home, won 
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the American Derby and the Futurity, and so h<1 
went at it with a zest (hat was amazing. <>f course, 
he did not daily bet the huge sums ascribed to him, 
but he never was a piker. A wager of $5,000 was 
not at all unusual, nor was one of $25,000 extraor 
dinary. but bo was not an indiscriminate bettor. 

He accepted the judgment of an owner or trainer 
in whom h»» had confidence precisely as he would 
the report of an expert that he had sent out for a 
judgment on a railroad, a mine or a mill. 

Having got lhat report or that judgment, he went 
ahead. He played information almost exclusively, 
and as be was generous in his rewards lie usually 
obtained the host. lie detested going into the ring 
personally. Sometimes lie bet ready money through j 
agents in the ring, thus affording no clew as to the I 
source whence it came, but ordinarily he made his 
own wagers. As a rule lie wagered with Richard 
C. Doggett. one of tlie clubhouse commissioners, or 
with John Walters — the two most daring and 
wealthy of all the set that accepted wagers from 
tlie high-rolling constituency. K 

Gales seemed to find particular enjoyment in deal- 
ing with Doggett. There could not possibly be two 
men more widely different in stature and tempera- 
ment than these two. Doggett. a little fellow, not 
much more than five feet in height, once a light- 
weight jockey for the Oneck Stable, cold in de- 
meanor. sparing of speech, there could scarce be 
two more directly opposite. Gates was big, hustling, 
breezy, talking in superlatives. And ’ yet Gates 
liked lo wager with Doggett. It may have been 
that the common quality of gameness in both was 
what attracted. 

Be that as it may. Gates liked to deal with him. 
ami it was one of the features of the days when 
the Wall street man “unbelted” himself to bear 
him and Doggett. 

“The price against Roselien?” 

“Even money, Mr. Gates.” Doggett might answer. 
“For $25.0007” Gates would query. 

“All right, sir.” And then, turning to his clerk. 
Doggett would say, “Mr. Gates, $25,000 even on 
Roseben.” And then to Mr. Gates. “Will tliere be 
anything more on this race, sir?” 

And the $25,000 would go. If Doggett didn’t want 
to accept all of it as a personal wager he would 
lay it off among other pencilers. frequently at a 
profit, so he won, even though Gates did. 

Reports differ as to how much money Gates and 
Drake took out of the ring at Morris Park on the 
day that Roseben won that maiden race, but it is 
conceded that it was little short of $100,600. It 
might have brnm more had the stable had the con- 
fidence in Roselien that Roselien deserved. Gates 

had made all arrangements for the “killing.” but 
Roseben got a trifle “off his feed” within twenty- 
four hours of the race, and a stable companion, 
Rudabeek. was started to aid him, both horses 
being coupled. Roseben won easily. 

Gates, while a hit bizarre, always was natural, 
and at Saratoga he particularly shoue. He l>et in 
the most sensational way. had the fastest automo- 
biles. gave the finest lancheong in the clubhouse 
and the most elaborate dinners at the lake, and was 
by far the most spectacular player at Canfield’s 
when it was at its zenith. Sporting and fashionable 
Saratoga went to bed when he “cashed in." anil 
they awoke while he was breakfasting. — New York 
Press. 

THOMAS WELSH TO HAVE BIG STRING. 



New York. August 23. — In a letter received from 
Thomas Welsh, the well-known American trainer who 
is now in France attending the yearling sales, he 
says that he has picked up twenty likely-looking 
colts which he will handle next season. He also sent 
word for his foreman. Jerry Welsh, to be ready to 
leave for France about September l and to bring 
along six light boys not to weigh over 100 [rounds 
and six first-class American rubbers. The foreman 
has the list of men made up which include those 
Welsh had in this country. Welsh, as soon as his 
foreman arrives in France, will leave for this coun- 
try. He intends to increase the stable of twenty 
yearlings to fifty before he comes here. 

Thomas Monahan intends to keep his horses at 
Gravesend until he sees what will happen at Albany 
in September, and if things are not favorable be will 
ship the three. Textile, Paton and Rockfield. to 
France, and it is more than likely Thomas Welsh 
will have the handling of them over there. 

John Hynes has shipped Ethel Le Brume. Sir Eve- 
lyn and Handrunning to Baltimore for the United 
Hunts meeting. Paul Fox has gone to the same 
place with O Em, and so has William Keating with 
General MacGregor and Louise Welles. 

Rye has been presented to Thomas Meade, who will 
use the old campaigner on the stage in a racing play 
that is to be presented to the public soon. 



A. THOMAS MAY GO TO RUSSIA. 



Lexington, Ky., August 23. — A young Armenian 
named Manscboff. who is racing a string of horses 
iu Russia, today cabled J. O. Keene an offer for the 
contract on the lightweight colored jockey, A. 
Thomas, and if his proposal is accepted by Johnson 
N. Camden, who is interested with Mr. Keene in the 
ownership of the contract, the boy will leave here 
this week for Moscow. Messrs. Camden anil Keene 
paid $5,000 for the contract on Thomas when they 
bought it from Fred Forsythe last year.
